Maury said the CIA had no involve-
ment with the Brazil project, as uni-
versity administrators have indicated.

Maury said there were affinities be-

the agency is not involved with.”
Larrowe maintained that any fac-
wity member working with the CIA
should sever his academic connections

LARROWE ALSO said that he had -
been approached several years ago to
undertake a two-year project in Chile -
to discourage Communists from join-
ing unions there.

represantatives of the country,” said
Maury. T
